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Foreword:  Upon  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  &  Sailors’  Home 
it  is  fitting  and  proper  that  we  look  back  thru 
the  years  noting  the  progress  made  by  the  Home 
during  that  period  and  recalling  the  names  of 
those  who  thru  their  untiring  efforts  and  ideal¬ 
ism  contributed  to  that  progress  and  advance¬ 
ment. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Col.  John  C.  Volka, 
present  Commandant  for  the  address  that  he 
delivered  at  a  meeting  of  the  North  Western 
Rooster  Club  of  the  U.S.W.V.  at  Tiffin,  Ohio, 
on  March  6,  1938,  because  from  that  address 
much  of  the  data  and  other  information  con¬ 
tained  in  this  “Review”  was  obtained.  Much 
Credit  is  also  due  to  the  program  committee 
consisting  of  Rev.  Gates  Young — Chairman, 
Adjutant  Thorsen,  Capt.  Humiston  and  Mrs- 
Frank  Plymire.

Several  years 
after  the  Civil  War,  which  lasted  from  1861  to 
1865  a  crying  need  was  felt  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  state  institution  that  could  adequate!; 
provide  for  the  needs  of  Civil  WTar  Veteran^ 
who  because  of  their  disability  and  ill  health  re¬ 
sulting  from  their  war  services  could  no  longer 
support  and  provide  for  themselves.  General 
R.  B.  Brown  of  Zanesville,  Ohio,  then  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Ohio  Commander  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  who  was  known  for  his  idealism 


and  patriotism  was  perhaps  the  first  to  voice  this 
need  for  a  state  Soldiers’  Home.  Action  was 
taken  by  Senator  J.  J.  Sullivan  of  Holmes 
County  in  presenting  legislation  for  the  adoption 
and  creation  of  such  an  institution. 

Construction  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Home  lasted  from  1886  to  1908  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  Architect  Henry  C.  Lindsay  of 
Zanesville,  Ohio.  The  landscape  gardening  of 
the  grounds  was  laid  out  and  supervised  by 
Herman  Haerline  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The 
selection  of  Sandusky  as  the  location  for  the 
Home  was  almost  entirely  due  to  the  influence 
of  I.  F.  Mack  associated  with  John  T.  Mack, 
owners  and  publisher."  of  the  Sandusky  Register, 
John  T.  Mack  being  the  father  of  John  D. 
Mack,  the  present  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
Sandusky  Newspapers,  Inc.,  and  owner  of  the 
Mack  Iron  Works.

The  first  board  of  trustees  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Joseph  Benson.  Foraker  and  included:

Durbin  Ward,  however,  died  before  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  Home  was  completed  and  was  re¬ 
placed  by  Thomas  B.  Paxton,  making  a  total 
of  five  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  rather 
than  six  as  a  first  glance  at  this  list  would  indi¬ 
cate. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  was 
established  in  1886  during  the  administration  of 
Governor  Foraker.  The  Home  was  first  un¬ 
der  a  board  of  trustees,  later  under  the  Board 
of  Administration,  and  at  the  present  time  un¬ 
der  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  first  Commandment  of  the  Home  was 
M.F.  Force  who  was  appointed  in  October  1888 
and  died  in  1899. 

The  first  Veteran  admitted  to  the  Home  was 
Franklin  P.  Bayes,  a  Civil  War  Veteran  from 
Fulton  County,  Ohio.  He  served  in  Co.  H. 
130th  O-  V.  I.;  entered  the  Home  Nov.  19, 
1888  and  died  March  8,  1899.,  Among  the 
very  first  veterans  admitted  to  the  Home  was 
Alvin  Smith,  a  Civil  War  Veteran,  who  was 
an  escaped  slave  at  18  years  of  age  and  enlisted 
in  the  Union  Army  in  Co.  H  27  Regt.  U.  S. 
Colored  Troops  at  Hillsboro,  Ohio  on  April 
27th,  1864  and  honorably  discharged  at  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio  Sept.  25th,  1865.  Smith  was  passing 
through  Sandusky  looking  for  work  and  ob¬ 
tained  employment  on  the  construction  of  the 
Soldiers’  Home.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Home 
on  Dec.  5th,  1888  and  remained  there  until 
Sept.  21st,  1933  when  he  moved  to  Sandusky. 
Alvin  Smith  is  still  alive  and  still  resides  in 
Sandusky.

The  instituation  is  constructed  on  the  cottage 
plan,  (stone  construction).  There  are  16  cot¬ 
tages  or  homes  each  under  the  supervision  of  a 
cottage  sargeant,  and  other  buildings  such  as ; 
Administration,  main  dining  room  and  kitchen, 
heating  and  lighting  plant,  storehouse,  carpen¬ 
ter  and  paint  shops,  greenhouse,  assembly  hall, 
library,  nurses  cottage,  Commandants  residence, 

and  others  such  as:  Laundry,  barber  shop,  matt¬ 
ress  shop,  tailor  shop  and  a  guardhouse  (an  in- 
dispensible  facility  in  either  militarv  or  civil 
life. 

The  United  States  Post  Office  is  maintained  by 
the  Federal  government  and  located  on  the  in¬ 
stitution  grounds  at  the  main  entrance. 

The  hospital  is  built  in  the  form  of  a  hollow 
square,  surrounding  a  beautiful  court  yard  con¬ 
taining  about  2  acres  of  ground-  There  are  six 
wards  connected  by  a  corrider  which  surrounds 
the  building  proper.  Each  ward  is  isolated  by  a 
distance  of  approximately  60  feet.  The  super 
structure  is  of  one  story,  wood  construction  on  a 
stone  foundation. 

Since  the  appointment  of  Colonel  John  C.  Volka 
as  Commandant,  there  has  been  added  a  dental 
clinic,  and  a  special  treatment  room ;  the  entire 
building  has  been  decorated  inside  and  out  and 
much  of  the  obsolete  surgical  and  other  equip¬ 
ment  replaced.  A  new  ambulance  was  the  first 
new  added  equipment. 

The  hospital  staff  is  comprised  of  a  chief  sur¬ 
geon,  two  assistants,  a  dentist,  pharmacist,  a 
superintendent  of  nurses  and  nine  nurses,  who  is 
assisted  by  clerical  help  for  administration  pur¬ 
poses  and  a  corps  of  competent  attendants.  The 
hospital  maintains  its  own  kitchen  to  serve  hos¬ 
pital  patients  and  employees.  However,  the 
hospital  is  not  classed  as  a  veteran  hospital  as 
the  name  implies,  but  merely  a  facility  to  afford 
treatment  and  hospitalization  to  the  regularly 
admitted  veterans,  still,  the  Home  has  and  will 
continue  to  accept  for  hospitalization,  treatment 
and  convalescence,  veterans  on  a  temporary 
basis,  who  are  otherwise  eligible  for  a  thirty, 
sixty  or  ninety  day  period.  Minor  operations 
are  performed  and  major  operations  in  emer¬ 
gencies.  The  Home  in  many  instances  recom¬ 
mends  a  veteran  to  apply  to  the  Veteran’s  Ad¬ 
ministration  for  operations  or  treatment  where 
the  need  of  specialists  is  advisable,  as  the  gov¬ 
ernment  hospitals  are  adequately  prepared  to 
take  care  of  all  types  of  operations  and  treat¬ 
ments. 

GROUNDS: 

The  institution  grounds  contain  approximately 
96  acres.  Three  miles  east  of  the  Home  the 
Osborne  Farm  is  located.  This  farm  is  oper¬ 
ated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commandant 
who  is  kept  advised  in  agricultural  technique  by 
the  chief  agriculturist  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.  (The  farm  is  managed  by  a 
chief  farmer  and  assistant,  provided  by  the 


Mansfield  Reformatory.)  The  entire  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  farm  is  consumed  by  the  Ohio  Sol¬ 
diers’  and  Sailors’  Home  except  that  any  surplus 
is  interchanged  with  other  state  institutions.  The 
main  production  of  the  farm  consists  of  hogs  and 
all  varieties  of  vegetables.  The  hogs  are 
slaughtered  and  consumed  at  the  institution. 
The  Home  maintains  a  cemetery  on  the  institu¬ 
tion  grounds  for  deceased  veterans.  Approxi¬ 
mately  2300  veterans  are  resting  there.  Appro¬ 
priate  services  are  conducted  at  the  interment 
of  each  veteran  and  these  expenses  are  borne  by 
the  Federal  government.  On  Memorial  Day 
services  are  held  for  all  the  deceased  veterans. 
Protestant  church  services  are  conducted  at  the 
assembly  hall  and  Catholic  services  at  the  lib¬ 
rary  hall  each  Sunday. 

Educational  and  Recreational  Activities.  Mo¬ 
tion  pictures  are  shown  each  Saturday  afternoon 
and  evening  throughout  the  year.  This  enter¬ 
tainment  is  made  possible  by  donations  from  vet¬ 
erans  organizations,  the  Cleveland  Film  Board 
of  Trade,  and  from  the  educational  and  recrea¬ 
tional  fund  of  the  institution.  Dart  ball  holds 
the  interest  of  the  veterans  during  the  winter 
season.  Selected  teams  from  the  veterans  of  the 
Home  and  the  Church  and  Friendship  League 
engage  in  friendly  rivalry  during  the  indoor 
sport  season.  Baseball  is  the  predominate  sport. 
The  Home  had  a  team  which  tied  for  the  first 
place  in  1937  season.  There  is  a  beautiful  base¬ 
ball  park  located  on  the  institution  grounds  and 
the  veterans  attendance  is  almost  100%.  Big 
league  games  attract  the  veteran  listeners  on  the 
radio. 

Three  beautiful  lakes  on  the  institution  grounds 
provide  recreation,  fishing  and  skating.  These 
are  kept  stocked  with  fish  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  division  of  Conservation. 

Library.  For  bookminded  veterans  the  home 
maintains  a  library  of  approximately  5,000  vol¬ 
umes  of  books  of  all  kinds.  Current  magazines 
are  provided  by  subscriptions  donated  by  vet¬ 
eran  organizations.  They  have  likewise  news¬ 
papers  from  many  counties  in  Ohio.  Donations 
of  used  magazines  new  and  used  playing  cards 
are  distributed  throughout  the  hospital  and  cot¬ 
tages.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Sandusky 
City  Library  approximately  600  additional  books 
are  in  circulation.  Veterans  Organizations: 
Erambert  Case  Camp  U.  S.  W.  V.  and  Ilo  Ilo 
Lair  Military  Order  of  the  Serpent  are  located 
here.  The  meeting  place  is  Library  Hall.  Card 
Playing.  Any  form  of  gambling  is  prohibited. 
Card  playing  is  indulged  in  constantly  among 
the  cottages  and  in  the  hospital.  Tournaments 
are  frequently  held. 

Entertainments:  Veterans  —  Organization  and 
their  auxiliaries  and  patriotic  organizations  pro¬ 
vide  frequent  entertainment  in  the  assembly  hall 
for  the  pleasure  of  the  veterans.  These  same 
organizations  are  most  generous  throughout  the 
year.  (Note:  See  “Contributions  of  Organiza¬ 
tions”  in  another  part  of  this  program.)  and 


especially  at  Christmas  time  in  giving  many  ac¬ 
ceptable  gifts-  The  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Orphans  Home  pay  a  visit  each  year  Under 
the  supervision  of  the  American  Legion  Auxil¬ 
iary  approximately  650,000  poppies  were  made 
for  Memorial  day  sales  by  disabled  non  com¬ 
pensated  veterans  of  the  Home  who  received 
substantial  pay  for  their  services  by  the  Auxil¬ 
iary.  Other  articles  of  artcraft  rugs,  oil  paint¬ 
ings,  etc.,  are  made  under  the  same  supervision. 
Recently  there  has  been  installed  four  new 
Shuffle  Board  Courts  and  two  Croquette  Courts 
that  provides  additional  entertainment  and  plea¬ 
sure  for  the  veterans. 

Rules,  By  Laws,  Regulations. 

Section  1909.  “Who  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Home”  All  honorably  discharged  officers,  sol¬ 
diers,  sailors,  and  marines,  who  served  in  the 
regular  or  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States 
or  the  Ohio  National  Guard  or  members  of  the 
naval  militia  during  the  civil  war,  the  war  with 
Spain  the  Phillippine  Insurrection,  the  China 
Relief  Expedition,  the  Indian  War,  the  Mexi¬ 
can  expedition  or  the  World  War,  and  who  have 
been  citizens  of  Ohio  one  year  or  more  at  the 
date  of  making  application  for  admission,  who 
are  disabled  incapable  of  earning  their  living, 
and  all  soldiers  of  the  National  Guard  of  Ohio, 
or  members  of  the  Naval  Militia  who  heretofore 
have  lost,  or  hereafter  may  lose  an  arm  or  leg, 
or  their  sight,  or  may  become  permanently  dis¬ 
abled  from  any  cause  while  in  line  and  discharge 
of  duty,  and  are  not  able  to  support  themselves, 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Home  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  its  Board  of  Trustees  adopts. 
(O.  L.  114  H.  B.  441,  effective  April  29,  1931.) 
Section  1913  “Insane  persons  not  admitted  to 
Home”  An  insane  person  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  the  Home. 

A  veteran  who  deisres  to  make  application  for 
membership  in  the  Home  should  make  applica¬ 
tion  in  the  county  in  which  he  is  a  resident 
though  the  Soldiers  Relief  Commission,  however 
it  has  been  a  custom  long  established  for  a  vet¬ 
eran  to  “drop  in”  at  almost  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night.  New  arrivals  are  registered  and 
sent  to  the  receiving  cottage  where  he  awaits 
the  examination  of  his  credentials  and  is  sent  to 
the  hospital  for  a  physical  inspection  and  a  com¬ 
plete  physical  examination  conducted  by  the 
Home  Corps  of  Doctors  to  determine  the  de¬ 
gree  of  disability  of  the  veteran.  This  report 
is  submitted  to  the  Commandant  with  recom¬ 
mendations  for  full  admission,  temporary  ad¬ 
mission,  (for  hospital  treatment  or  a  period  of 
convalescence)  or  rejection.  The  Commandant 
is  not  professionally  eligible  to  determine  those 
factors  and  therefore  as  a  rule,  which  has  only 
rare  exceptions,  he  accepts  the  diagnosis  and 
recommendations  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  and  acts 
accordingly. 

The  Home  is  always  glad  to  have  those,  who 
are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  veterans  to  visit 
the  Home  as  frequently  as  possible. 


Patriotic  Organizations  and  their 
Contributions  to  the  Home 


NOTE:  Upon  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the 
Ohio  Soldiers5  and  Sailors’  Home  we  look  back 
over  the  years  and  note  with  pride  and  appre¬ 
ciation  the  important  contributions  that  have 
been  made  to  the  advancement  and  progress  of 
the  Home.  The  list  of  the  organizations  and 
the  contributions  they  have  made  that  follow  is 
not  nearly  complete.  It  pertains  only  to  the 
important  contributions  made  by  the  organiza¬ 
tions  who  have  given  unstintinly  of  their  times, 
energy  and  funds  to  the  Home.  Lack  of  rec¬ 
ords  and  lack  of  time  have  caused  us  to  omit 
perhaps  several  organizations  who  have  also  done 
their  bit. 

The  National  Women’s  Relief  Corps  Auxiliary 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  In  1896 
there  were  1500  Veterans  in  the  Home,  at  that 
time  a  few  hospitals  was  being  erected  and  the 
Trustees  asked  the  Dept.  Woman’s  Relief 
Corps  to  furnish  the  beds,  rockers,  pillows,  etc. 


then  and  on  through  the  years,  in  all  the 
Department  has  contributed  $23,585-90  towards 
furnishing  the  Oblsik  at  the  Cemetery,  one  of 
the  Gateways,  the  Band  Stand,  Large  Flags  for 
the  front  of  the  Home,  and  many  other  needed 
comforts  that  the  different  matrons  of  the  home 
have  requested.  Money  contributions  do  not 
include  the  fruit,  jelly,  cushions,  cards,  cigar¬ 
ettes,  etc  that  have  been  sent  in  by  the  various 
corps.  The  Department  sponsors  from  3  to  5 
entertainments  a  year  and  the  expense  of  the 
entertainers  is  defrayed  by  the  Department.  The 
beautiful  sundial  on  the  grounds  was  donated 
by  the  local  branch  of  the  Woman’s  Relief 
Corps.  I  can  safely  say  that  the  contributions 
other  than  money  from  the  Corps  would  easily 
amount  to  the  equivalent  of  $50,000.00.  We  are 
not  giving  up  our  interest  because  the  Civil  War 
Veterass  are  so  few  is  number.  Among  other 
things  that  we  have  contributed  are  donations 
to  the  Mound,  wheel  chairs,  living  Christmas

ment  calls  on  us  we  are  only  too  willing  and 
ready  to  assist.
